The  story  of  the  sinking  of  the  Bi  s- 
mark  was  one  of  the  epics  of  the  war.  It 
was  a  good  example  of  the  way  in  which  the 
British  Navy  acts  when  danger  threatens. 
The  Bi smark  was  a  pocket  battleship  and 
was  so  powerful  that  she  could  have  sunk 
any  convoy  she  came  IN  contact  with. 

The  FIRST  information  the  Admiralty 

received  of  the  Bi SMARK  WAS  THAT  SHE  WAS 

IN  THE  Norwegian  port  of  Bergen  and  pre- 
paring TO  COME  out  into  THE  AtLANTICW-E- 

re  she  would  be  very  difficult  to  find. 
The  Home  Fleet  at  Scapa  Flow  was  alerted. 
On  May  SJro  the  H.M.3.  Suffolk   re- 
ported THAT  THE  B|SM/«KHAD  BEEN  SIGHTED 

WITH  THE  Prince  Eugen  in  the   Denmark 
Straits.   Later  the  Suffolk  was  joinedw 
THE  Norfolk  and  together  they  trailed  he 
Bi  smark  and  the  Prince  Eugen.   Meanwhile 
the  new  battleship  Prince  of  vVales  and  "He 
old  battlecrui  ser  Hood  were  sieamingwest 
FROM  Iceland  to  intercept.   On  May  24th 
they  sighted  the  two  German  ships  in  the 
Denmark  Straits  and  exchanged  fire.   The
